2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest, in addition to other element in the claim, claiming the a 
stack gate flash memory array having a plurality of isolated transistors, each the isolated 
transistor corresponding to one of the pair transistors in a same the row, one of the drain/ source 
terminals of each of the isolated transistor being coupled to the drain/source terminal where the 
pair of transistors is coupled each other, the gate terminal of one of the pair transistor being 
coupled to a word line, the gate terminal of the other one of the pair transistor being coupled to a 
word line via the gate terminal of the isolated transistor.
